This government, like Grant, are win- 
ning victories all along the line. During 
the recent session it was tlie liabit of the 
"lean and hungry opposition newspapers 
to declare that the policy of the ministry 
was tin; policy of cowards; that the Settle - 
ment Bill was a big "give away" or pot- 
latch, that the local government had attr 
rendered the interests of tlie province 
into the hands of the Dominion without 
having struck a blow. We believe that 
one writer compared the government to 
Esau who sold his birthright for a mess 
of pottage, and another — an exhausted 
political volcano from whose linger tips 
still trickled the pap bestowed by the 
former ministry — suggested a raid on the 
house to prevent the bill becoming law. 
Well, the bill was passed and went to 
Ottawa, where its essential provisions 
were propounded to the house by Sir 
.John Macdonald. Lest those provisions 
should have escaped the memory of the 
reader they are here repeated: 

1st. The throwing of the mainland 
lands open to settlement ; 

'2nd. A subsidy of §750,000 to be 
paid by the Dominion towards tin- con- 
struction of the Island railway; 

3rd. The taking over (if the drydock 
by the Dominion and the payment to the 
province of the sum of §250,000 already 
expended thereon 

These three iioiuts const luted the 
kernel of the local government's pol- 
icy. All three were matters .>f great mo- 
ment to the country. Immigrants were 
pouring into the country and public lands 
were locked up. The drydock was a 
heavy weight on the necks of the people 
and was bearing them, like the scriptural 
millstone, to certain destruction. Tlie 
great Canadian national highway fur 
want of a line of rails between Nanaimo 
and Esquimalt — was in danger of be 
coming a mere feeder of the Northern 
Pacific. The province had wasted 
nine years in negotiations which 
came to naught save hud blood. 
The situation six months ago could not 
have been worse. There was never a po 
riod in the historv of the province when 
practical uu-iiaun vere as necessary The 
Settlement Hill wat, the much needed re- 
medy, and n has already produced good 
results. The lands have beotl thrown' 
open to settlement; the drydock matter! 
is being [nit in shape for transference, and I 
an island railway company is taking steps 
to organize. As we said at the commence- 
ment, the government are winning victn j 
ries everywhere. Not alone is t lit* i i pol- ! 
icy a success, bin so far from being re- 
garded at the east us a "give away' of 
provincial rights, n i» looked upon as a 1 
neat piece of diplomacy on the part of the 
provincial rulers. Elsewhere we cite 
what the chief grit organ the Ululie has 
to say of the Settlement. The Olube is 
disgusted with it. W hy ! Not because 
it is a "give away" of provincial interests; 
but because the Dominion government 
have (in the opinion of tlie grit organ) | 
conceded too much. It is a singular fact 
that while the <!l.>l>r maunders in this 
vein and trios to Convince Canadians that 
Canada has been dreadfully ill used, its 
little grit brother in this city is anxious 
to make Columbians discontented by as- 
serting that the province baa been bam- 
boozled by Sir John Macdonald. The 
"strong suit' 1 of tlie local grit organ is 
that the province has given away .">,500,- 
000 acres of land east of the rocky moun 
tains — land, which until the late negotia 
lions were opened, our contemporary did 
not even know was owned by the prov- 
ince! It was a revelation for him to learn 
that, the eastern boundary of British Co 
lumbia extends far beyond the rocky 
mountains into the northwest territory. 
Now, in return for the surrender of this 
."), 500,000 tract the province gets the pub- 
lic lands thrown open and colonized and 
tho drydock and island railway built. Ill 
addition, it secures the set i lenient of the 
Peace river district (where the province 
retains 19,000,001) acres) and tlu con- 
struction of railways and wagon roads to I 
and through that section. The bargain 
is a good one for the province, it is 
equally good for the Dominion. It is a 
fair and equitable arrangement, one 
which, when carried out, will confer last- 
ing benefits in both. The Ulobe at the 
east may continue to cry^that the Domin- 
ion government have been taken advan- 
tage of by a clever provincial government; 
and the little Standard at the west may 
wail that it is the province that has been 
"sinched." But their lamentations will 
not alter the fact that both sections have 
been and will continue to le immensely 
benefitted by the arrangement. No bet- 
ter evidenco of the excellence of the new 
terms could be had than that the grits 
east and tlie grits west are dissatisfied 
with it — the lirst because the Dominion 
gets too little, and the last because the 
province gives too much.

Until last year it w;>s held that 
ihe transportation of passengers by for- 
eign vessels between port and port in this 
country made such vessels virtually liable 
to a tax of $1 30 per ton. The Attorney 
General has since, however, given an op 
inion that there is no bar to such trans- 
portation. The Canadian firm above re- 
ferred to has been notified of these facts, 
and has also been informed that the 
Treasury Department looks with no favor 
mi the transportation of passengers be- 
tween our own ports in Canadian bottoms, 
especially as it is known that the laws of 
Canada do not extend a similar privilege 
to vessels of the United States. The 
firm has been further inforuiod that al- 
though tho Treasury Department must 
concede that there is no legal force in the 
statute upon which it has hitherto relied 
to prevent such transportation of passen- 
gers in foreign bottoms, it would not hes- 
itate to apply, in prevention of it, any 
provision of the statute that might found 
legally sufficient for that.purpps'e,

Eastern States- 

New Vohk, June 9. — Wong Chin 
Foo, editor of Chinese in America, pub- 
lished in this city, to-day had Chin 
Pon Tip arrested on a charge of at- 
tempting to assassinate him; The af- 
fair grows out of the publication by 
Foo of an article on gambling, where- 
in it is charged that Tip is the instru- 
ment of the gamblers. Foo says he 
entered a grocery store and Tip asked 
the proprietor to hand him a revolver. 
Foo also says Tip and two others tried 
to murder him in Chicago, and that 
thev were to receive .^1000 if they smo- 
ceeded, and £500 if they seriously in- 
jured him. Foo's absence from home 
on the night of the attempted assassin 
ation, he says, was the only thing thai 
saved his life. When the plot was dis 
covered the conspirators were obliged 
to decamp. 

Kansas City, .June U. — Shortly af- 
ter in id night (leo. Frederick, proprie- 
tor of the Theater Coiuique, was shot 
and killed by John Bell, reporter of 
the Evening Star, in the hall-way of a 
lodging house opposite the theater. 
The trouble was about a woman, .Mat 
tie Martian, who had been known as 
the mistress of Fredericks. She was 
the only witness of the affair and was 
with the men at the head of the stair 
way. Dell claims self-defense and that 
Fredericks was trying to draw a re- 
volver. 

NlAtiARA Falls, Jone 9. — The Ni- 
agara Falls Park Com mission to-day 
adopted the following resolution: 
That in the judgment of the Board it 
is desirable to select and locate, as prop 
or and necessary to be purchased for 
the purpose of preservation of the scon 
ery of the Falls of Niagara and re- 
storing the scenery of this side to its 
natural eonditon. 

Washington, June 9. — There were 
SI deaths from yellow fever in Havana 
during May, there being 10 among 
private families and the remainder 
among members of the army and navy 
in military hospitals. The disease is 
slowly increasing. 

Chicago, June 8.- — The high license 
bill is almost certain to become a law 
in this state. It is the general topic 
of conversation to-night. There are 
about 1000 saloons in this city, paying 
85 J each per year, or a total of about 
$'.'00,000. It is estimated that tlie 
number will be decreased to 11000 un 
tier the new law, yielding a revenue to 
the city of $1,500,000. 

Naw York, June X. — Alexander E. 
K ulirshrttdt of this city has addressed 
a letter to William Henry Smith, 
general manager of the associated 
press informing him "that the posi- 
bilities now are that no international 
team will go Wimbledon. No sub 
scription has been obtained by those 
outside of the committee, and our lab- 
ours fail to reach the necessary point. 

Nkw York, June 8. — A special dispatch 
from Richmond gives the following ac- 
count of the duel between sheriff Dunk- 
ling and Colonel Walter. The usual for- 
mula of the code was dispensed with, and 
neither seconds nor surgeons were pres- 
ent. The sheriff was mounted on a horse 
and Colonel Walter rode in a buggy. They 
approached each other from opposite di- 
rections at a point within a few hundred 
yards of Colonel Walter's house. Upon 
sighting each other each drew a pistol. 
Colonel Walter tired first from his buggy 
seat and sheriff Duukling's horse foil with 
a ball in his head. The sheriff quickly 
disengaged himself from the wounded 
animal and blazed away at Walter. One 
of the bullets from his weapon took effect 
in the stomach of Walter. The latter con- 
tinued to fire until his cartridges failed to 
explode and he then called out to the 
sheriff that he was wounded and unable 
to return his fire. Upon this notification 
Dunkling lowered his pistol and hostilities 
ceased. Walter, though sovcrely wound 
ed, drove rapidly home without aid. He 
is reported to bo convalescing. The prin- 
cipals are said now to be good friends. 

Dubuque, Iowa, Juno 8. — The Barber 
brothers wore taken from jail this morn 
insr, marched out of town and lynched. 
As they marched out the Germans in the 
mob sang a hymn. The Barbers, with 
ropes around thoir necks, went along sul- 
lenly without a word. When the grove 
was reached tho murderers were told to 
say their prayers if they had any to say. 
Bill muttered some gibberish, but Ike 
was dumb. The rope which was no more 
than six or eight feet long, was tied to a 
limb. Bill was held up by several men 
while it was being done. As soon as it 
was tied he was dropped and swinging in 
the air, hie brother looking on defiantly 
without flinching. Lke was in like man- 
ner held up, the rope was tied and he 
dropped and thus diod. Tho neck of 
neither was broken. They were strangled. 
Both wore dead in twenty minutes. The 
bodies were placed in rude coffins. They 
will be delivered to their sister and other 
relatives who live in the eastern part of 
the county.

Montreal, June S. — The ease to 
annul the marriage of the heiress, Miss 
Chaffey, with the bogus lord and Eng 
lish adventurer named Allen opened 
here to-day. By the uncle of the lady 
it was proved that she was entitled to 
receive a fortune of nearly .£200,000, 
left her by her father, the Ottawa 
lumber king, when she became of age, 
shortly after the illegal marriage. The 
Methodist minister who tied the knot 
deposed to the adventurer's lying, 
w hich he said was the reason he com 
plied with the fellow's request. Tlie 
young lady repudiates her quondam 
husband, who pursued her from Rome, 
all over the continent, to her home in 
Perth, Ontario, where he captured her 
affections, and subsequently married 
her during the carnival last winter.

London, June 9. — The man whom 
Hiram S. .Maxin, the electeir (?) cap 
tuied yesterday on the train running 
between Knur and Dieppe, for rob 
bing him, in Paris, in 1881, is named 
Palmer. He is known as a racing 
sharp, and calls himself an Irish lord. 
Palmer and Hamilton are confederates 
ill the robbing c f Maxin;wlio also robbed 
ten days ago, a gentleman named Wil- 
liamson, said to be the editor of a 
New York paper. 

Paris, June ti. - Brim, Minister of 
Marine, to-day informed the cabinet 
that the government had received in- 
telligence, that the brother-in-law of the 
King of Annam, was in command of 
the Annamite forces in Tonquin. He 
also announced that a telegram had 
been received from the French Consul 
at Canton, stating that no preparations 
for war were being made there. 

London, June 9.— -In the Chess tour- 
namenl, Blackburn, Strini'z, MacKen- 
zie, Tzelusrin and Sukertant, defeated 
Noa, Mortimer, Bird, Selman and 
Winawar.

There 
was no performance, and no lives are 
lost. 

An explosion in a powder magazine, 
caused by lightning, killed 10 soldiers 
and 7 civilians, and wounded 10 sol 
diers and 1 b civilians. 

Paris, June 9.— The bill authoriz- 
ing the President to settle the nation- 
al debt has passed the chamber of dep- 
uties by an immense majority. The 
same result was reached in the Senate. 

Uattako, Dalmatia, June 8. — A 
force of '200 Turkish regulars, march- 
to Lipenik, were attacked and mur- 
dered on the 1st inst by a body of 
Mollis. 

Accounts received state that a san- 
guinary tight took place the 2nd and 
3rd in Albania, between Turkish 
troops, under command of Assytn Pa- 
sha and a body of Castralis. The 
Turks are reported to have lost 1300 
men.

EXTRADITION ACT, 1877. 

Rk Charles Mitchell. —The prisoner 
was brought before Mr. Justice Mc- 
Oroighl to day on remand. 

John Williams, examined, said I was 
at Point Roberts on tin; 11th of January. 
I saw Mitchell cutting maple to make a 
maul. He said, the first time 1 catch 
Harris or John Atkinson alone I'll club 
them till 1 lay them out. Went on to 
Atkinson's house; Harris asked me for 
I seme tobacco and said he was going home 
lo get some, and started off. Soon after 
Atkinson's wife came in crying and said 
that the Greek, meaning Mitchell, was 
killing her father. I went out to where 
Harris was and passed Mitchell on the 
way carrying the broken barrels of a gun 
in one hand and the slock in another. 1 
saw Mitchell strike Harris three or four 
time-. Mitchell went to his house and 
came out with another gnu anil shouted 
to Atkinson, ''do you want lo shoot I" 
When 1 first saw Harris he was going to- 
wards his home with his head and hands 
down as if in distress, and Mitchell ran 
out after him and struck hint from be- 
hind. Harris was lying on his back when 
1 got up to where he was. He had a 
lagge cut over one eye and temple, three 
inches long, and the lop of his head was 
cleft. 1 saw him after he was dead. 1 
recognize the prisoner as the man Mitch- 
ell who struck Harris. I know tho gun 
produced, it is the gun Mitchell had in 
his hand when he passed me. 1 1 was 
covered with blond and hair. 

Mr. Eberts cross examined the witness 
closely, but without elioi'ing any ma'eriiil 
facts. 

His Lordship committed the prisoner 
for surrender.

Kherts for the prisoner. 

Now Dovico for Hcbbing. 

The latest device for assisting in rob- 
bery was experimented with in Portland 
one day last week, and came near proving 
successful. The Portland Stamford says 
thu would-b ' robber went into J. L. 
George's cutler}' store at 'J20 First street 
Wednesday morning, about half-past ten, 
and seeing that Mrs. George was alone, 
asked her if she had ever seen "anything 
like this," at the same time exhibiting a 
thing which resembled a match box. Mis 
George, supposing that the man was a 
drummer with a sample, was looking at 
it, when he opened il and disclosed an 
apartment for a small taper and one for 
matches. He held it almost across the 
show case, and placed it in close proxim - 
ity to Mrs. George's face, at the same time 
lighting the taper. Ill a second Mrs. 
George detected the odor of chloroform 
and began to feel the effects of it. Being 
quick wilted she divined the man's in- 
tent ion and told him to leave i lie store, at 
the same stepping back and reaching for a 
police whistle. The man seeing that his 
game was blocked moved off and caution- 
ed the woman to make no noise. Mrs. 
George ran to the door, and blew the 
whistle faintly and then fell to the side- 
walk, overcome by the influence of the 
di ng. In the meantime the thief escaped 
for the present. This is one of the most 
dangerous tools that a robber can have, 
for while the victim is looking at a new 
[latent match, he is liable to drop in his 
tracks without the least warning. 

HkavY Gun PkaCTK E.— Yesterday 
morning 11. M. S. Swiftsuro steamed out 
into the straits preparatory to big-gun 
practice, opening tire when about twelve 
miles from the Vancouver side at a Heat- 
ing buoy while the vessel was performing 
various evolutions. The time that elapsed 
between the smoke from the guns first 
becoming visible anil the report was a 
litl le over a minute. At times owing to 
the stillness of the air, the Swif'sure was 
so enveloped in smoke as to be invisible 
from Beacon Hill, her tiring toward the 
latter end of the practice being more 
rapid. At the conclusion of the firing 
the flagship returned to Esquiintilt har- 
bor. 

Pkintkuh' Waoks,— It is a remarkable 
fact that wdiile our morning contemporary 
is making a vigorous effort to beat down 
printers' wages the Seattle employers 
have raised the scale to 50 cents per 
thousand. In the interest of both em- 
ployers and employed il is hoped that the 
rat-tish propensities of our neighbor will 
receive a check. Because the working- 
men voted against the editor of the 
ol'imlaril at the last election is not a 
good excuse for a reduction of their wages 
now. 

A Sunday Scene. — On Sunday the 
visitors to Beacon Hill were disgusted by 
a brutal fight between some dozen of 
Norwegian sailors in a state of intoxica- 
tion.

A FATAL MISTAKE. 

A Marahal Bill's Throo Ohildron ana 
"Woun&3 thoir Mothor. 

Chicago, June 3.— A Tribune special 
from Muskogee, Intl. T., of the 2nd inst. 
says: A terrible piece of criminal reck- 
lessness on the part of the United States 
marshal, which resulted in the killing of 
three .school children has just come to 
light. Some three weeks ago deputy 
marshal Mershon, with a posse, was look- 
ing for two murderers in tho Chickasaw 
nation, near Red river. The murderers 
were supposed to be at a certain house 
and just before daylight the oflicers sur- 
rounded the placo. The woman of the 
house, with two children, 11 and 10 years 
of age respectively, was sleeping cut un- 
der the trees, owing to the heat of the 
night, and a third child, only nine years 
old, was sleeping in the house. The mar- 
shal on riding up woke them, and they, 
supposing that some drunken Indians 
were carousing around, ran for the house 
to barricade themselves. The marshal, 
without waiting for ether investigation to 
see whether they wore tho parties wanted 
opened lire on them, killing both of the 
children and wounding the woman. They 
then rushed into the house, and seeing 
the other child lying there in a dim light 
shot and killed her. On seeing their 
mistake, the marshal and posse left and 
reported that they had killed three des- 
peradoes, but the facts have just come 
out. The Chickasaws are greatly excited 
over it and are determined to sift the mat- 
ter to the bottom.

ANTI-MONOPOLY. 

CALIFORNIA DENOUNCES THE 
RAILWAY COMMISSIONERS- 

Hanging: and Imjoachomont Coun- 
seled. 

Stockton-, June D. — The anti-raonop- 
oly meeting held in Hunter street square 
this evening was one of the largest polit- 
ical meetings ever held in this city. The 
estimated attendance was three thousand. 
D. J. Oullahaii was elected president. 
The resolutions were read, as were also 
telegrams, one from R. J. Harrison, say- 
ing that the S;ui Francisco merchants are 
in sympathy with the sentiments 
of tho mooting, and recom- 
mending denunciation in meetings 
throughout the State leading to a mass 
meeting in that city, and one from Sen- 
ator C. D. Reynolds of Calaveras, saying 
that he would like to have been here to 
join in the demonstration against the ren- 
egades Carpenter and Humphreys, and 
that nine-tenths of the people of Cala- 
veras, without respect to parly, would re- 
joice to sue them disposctl nf. Hon. I. 
Terry was the first .speaker. He said the 
difficulty made by Carpenter about the 
railroad question was nonsense, and Car- 
penter knew it. He seemed to have I ecu- 
reading railroad pamphlets. I lis usssur- 
tion that tho uniform rate fixed by the 
solution would not be upheld by the 
courts was foolish, especially coming from 
a lawyer. Let the Commission adopt 
Footo s three cent resolution, and for 
every violation of it the railroad company 
would be liable under the constitution to 
n penally .tf S200D. If that resolution 
wuro ailopled and a citizen should go to 
any ticket ,,llico ami offer his three cents 
a mile and the ticket agent shmild refuse 
he would subject hinmolf to .i penalty of 
SoOOO line and a year in jail. Impeach- 
ment would nut be necessary lo remove 
Carpenter and Humphreys under the- con- 
stitution. All that would l.e necessary 
would be a two-thirds vote in discharge 
these men fur neglect of duly. The fear 
that the Senato would not give a two- 
thirds vote should n ol deter the people 
from demanding a special .session. There 
would be no chance of dodging the issue 
and many senalm-w who found n coin 
parativoly easy to liod excuses lor voting 
against railroad bills would not have the 
courage to rise up before the people and 
put on an unmistakably railroad collar. 
If there are senators who would do this 
we want to know who the rascals are that 
wo may know them. Judge 'ferry said 
there could bo no explanation of the con- 
duct of Carpenter and Humphreys consis- 
tent with the theory of their dishonesty ' 
While they are delaying, be said, the 
railroad company is robbing, and il is able 
to pay them thoir own price. With l ho 
example of Cone and Becratecher before 
them they have evidently resolved to re 
tire at the end of their terms, rich, in- 
famous and content. Already they have 
forfeited all right to tho respect of honest 
men. Thoy must be made to gel out nf 
chairs which they have proved tliemslevos 
unfit to occupy. No legally means should 
be left untried to secure that end. Con 
grossinan Budd, in the course of his re 
marks, said in his speech at the prelum 
nary meeting on Monday he had beon 
misunderstood, He had not counseled 
violence, but stated that unless freights 
and fares were reduced and the railroads 
ceased attempting to corrupt courts and 
conimisiouera, the people would do a little 
hanging. That «e had built these rail- 
roads by endowing fhoni liberally with 
bonds and public lands worth millions of 
dollars, and that we now demand such re- 
duction in froights and fares as, while 
boing just to the railroad, would relieve 
the people of the burdens under which 
they aro suffering; that tho people would 
not be satisfied unless the reduction be 
made to at least three cents a mile for 
passengers, excepting m mountains or on 
the desert, and a corresponding low rate 
for freights. He proved by facts and fig- 
ures that these reductions could he made 
without any injury to railroad rights, anil 
that the railroads were overcharging the 
people to tho extent of about three mil- 
lions a year. He showed up thah cor- 
ruption of courts, Congress, Legislatures 
and commiaioners, and aaid that while the 
owners of these roads had been lifted 
from comparative poverty to a wealth 
etpial to that of the richest men in the 
world, they had shown their ingratitude 
by biting the hand that had fed them. 
The people would submit to ibis no long- 
er, and demand at once material reductions 
in freights and fares. Unless thoy were 
granted speedily, the people should de- 
mand the regisiguatioii .jf such Railroad 
Commissioners as refuse them this relief, 
and if the Commissioners did not resign, 
then an amendment to the Constitution 
should bo passed, and the legislature es 
pecially convened for that purpose, 
whereby the Railroad Commissioners 
would be abolished or reorganized so as 
to consist of five members, to be appoint- 
ed by the governor. This is a safe and 
speedy method out of the difficulty. That 
they could not hope for impeachment on 
proof of incompetency and corruption, as 
it, is almost impossible. For less wrongs 
than we have suffered, our forefathers re- 
solved to sever their allegiance to Great 
Britain. He said that tho people have 
arisen in Empires ami Kingdoms, and it 
is not surprising thai there is an under- 
flow of feeling among the people which , 
if it once breaks loose, will sweep all this 
corrupting and oppressing element away. 
He deplored the necessity for this state of 
feeling. He hoped thai it would never 
break forth, and wished to say a word of 
w aiming in time .

FATAL TRIFLING. 

Tolling a Man That Sis Svoothoart 
Has Gone Back on Hira Loads 
Him to Kill Himself. 

The suicide of Heinrich Kirchner at 
Tacoma, on tho 14th of May last, was but 
the prelude to a very sad story, almost 
unequalled in point of romance, and well 
illustrating the depths of human love. 
Kirchner was supposed to have killed 
himself because his sweetheart in the east 
had jilted him, but a short time after his 
death his friends received tho information 
thai this same girl was even (hen on her 
way to join her lover. On tho last trip 
of the Oregon to Portland the unfortu- 
nate girl was a passenger, Her name is 
Hedwig Spinhorii, She is a good-looking 
German girl, ubuut 2'2 years of age, with 
a fair completion and blue eyos, and ap- 
pears quite intelligent and well educateti . 
Last Tuesday morning she left Portland 
for Tacoma, ignorant of the news which 
there awaited her. The Tacoma Ledger 
tells the story of her arrival in that city, 
and subsequent events, us follows: 

"As the long train slowed up at the de- 
pot and the throng of passengers were 
scattering, a young woman was observed 
to get off with an emigrant family. Mr. 
Zinroni approached and asked her if her 
name was jint Hedwig Spinhorii. Site 
did not at first reply, but Mr. Zinrom 
drew two photographs from his pocket, 
one of Kirchner and the other of herself. 
She quickly recognised Mr. Kirchnor's 
likeness and inquired for him. They told 
her a story of Ins being called away sud 
denly and unavoidably to the woods and 
that he could I ot return for a day or two; 
that they had been asked by him, in case 
be should not return by tho time she ar- 
rived, lo take her home with them and 
awail his coming. Mistrusting nothing, 
she was conveyed with them in a hack to 
Mr. Zinrom 'a resident:. In tho carriage 
her new-found friends exerted themselves 
to appear cheerful, Having a desire, how- 
ever, to know whether she could have en- 
tertained sentiments other than the 
wannest for the unfortunate deceased, 
they iiuestioned hor about the letter 
which had been recoivod, and which was 
supposed to have caused the coinniitniein 
nf the deed. Hie smiled innocently and 
said she could nut for a moment etiternun 
such a thought, Then in quite an enter- 
taining manner she recounted thai on 
leaving her brother's house on May 1st, 
and in the hurry consequent, she had not 
had time to write to her a than cod, and 
had asked her brother to do so and to say 
that she was on her way. The truth then 
dawned upon .Mr. Zinrom and friends. 
In a mo men I of thoughtless pleasantry, 
the brother had written to Kirchner a 
letter of double meaning, not announcing 
that she was coining but propounding the 
question: "What if she has concluded 
not to come, and to renounce those feel- 
ings once so sincerely entertained f" The 
letter, it is said, was capable of being 
translated as a bit of banter to must men, 
but Kirchner, jealous nf his love and 
alone in his cabin, brooded over (he pos- 
si'iilities of a disapointment until it was 
magnified into a terrible reality, and be- 
ne; too heavy to hear, he arose in the 
night and with a death dealing shotgun 
ended his life And this is the story; 
I lie sequence, and the girl is 3000 miles 
from home among strangers. 

"About noon Wednesday, Mrs. Roburt 
Locke undertook the difficult task of in- 
forming Miss .Spinhorii of Kirchner's 
death. After some preliminaries, the 
lady, gently as possible, told the girl, 
carefully omitting the fact that it was by 
suicide, and construing it accidental. 
Miss Spinhorii was inconsolable for some 
hours thereafter, despite all that could bo 
said to suotho her feelings. However, 
after a time she became more culm and 
rational, and was even constrained to 
listen to reson . 

How to Forotoll tho "Woathor. 

A. J. DeVoe, of Hackensack, N.J., 
sends to i he Farmer's Club of the Am- 
erican Institute the following nine 
rules, by which a person in any part 
of the northern hemisphere north of 
fifteen degrees of lattitucle can form an 
accurate opinion of the wind and wea- 
ther for a hundred miles mound him: 

1. When the temperature falls sud- 
denly, there is a storm forming soulh 
of you, 

2. When the temperature rises sud- 
denly, there is a storm forming north 
of you. 

.'i. Wind always blows from the re- 
gion of fair weather toward a re 
gion where a storm is forming. 

I. L'irruB clouds always move from 
a region whore a storm is in progress 
toward a region of fair weather. 

.">. Cumulus clouds always move to- 
ward a region where n storm is rug 
ing. 

(!. When cirrus clouds are moving 
rapidly from the north or north-west, 
there will be a cold rain-storm on Lhe 
morrow; if it be winter, there will be a 
snow-storm. 

7. The wind blows in a circle round 
a storm, and when it blows from 
the north, the heaviest rain is east of 
you; from the south, the heaviest rain 
is west ; from the east, the heaviest ruin 
is south; from the west, the heaviest 
ruin is north of you. 

8. The wind never blows unless rain 
or snow is falling within 1,000 miles 
of you. 

9. Whenever a heavy white frost oc- 
curs, a storm is forming within 1,000 
miles north or north-west of von. 



Tho Farm. 

Tub Secket of Ensilaoe.— M. Gofl'- 
art, ihe discoverer of conserving green 
fodder in trenches or silo, states that 
there is nothing in the process (ensilage) 
but can be varied, such as the form of the 
silo, its construction as to materials, etc., 
save the most rigorous attention to the 
close packing of the mass, so as to keep 
out the air — the exclusion of tho latter is 
the secret of ensilage. 

An Illinois farmer, who says he is too 
lazy to pick potato bugs from the vines, 
has started the papers sff with the report 
that he last year bethought himself of the 
pugnacious character of ants, so he car- 
ried into his potato field old pieces of 
wood, in which ants had established their 
homes, and let them do the work. The 
ants, domiciled in two old fence posts, 
he says, cleaned all tho beetles from a 
quarter of an acre, although their num- 
ber was legion . 

I.Mi'KOVKli U.iKKow Tbeth. — The Sci- 
entijic American mentions an improve- 
ment designed to promote the strength of 
lhe individual teeth of harrows. It has 
been patented by Mr. John L. McKay, of 
Tennessee. This invention consists in 
harrow teeth constructed in an approxi- 
mately V-shaped form, one prong being 
perpendicular and the other arm being 
inclined. The forward arms of ono row 
tif teeth are connected lo one beam of the 
harrow, and the rear arms of the same 
row connected to a second beam, and 
so on to tie; third, so that the teeth of 
one row alternate with the teeth of the 
adjacent row. 

Stock w.ukkinu Kkttlbs.— At a rec- 
ent meet in» of the Klmira (N. V.) Farm- 
ers' Club, one of the great kettles recom- 
mended for stock watering purposes was 
exhibited. Measurement showed at the 
top three feet eight inches diameter, 
depth twenty two inches, thus giving ca- 
pacity great enough for any ordinary 
farm yard. Tho weight as billed for 
shipment was marked H60 pounds, the en- 
tire cost of kettle, transportation and 
cartage, So. oil a stun considerably less, 
remarks the Husbandman, than the cost 

of a dillliry wooden trough that, at 

lhe best, lasts but a few years, while the 
kettle may be expected to serve until 
broken by violence. 

Ma. \Uli I Nil Trees.- We notice fre- 
quently outlandish recommendations, ag- 
riculturally and horticulturully, which 
must result in failure and discourage- 
ment. We have now before us one of 
these for stimulating the growth of trees 
by boring holes in the ground and pour- 
ing in liquid manure about the roots. 
How the roots are generally to be got at 
in tins way we cannot see. What better 
can be desired than by applying the same 
liquid over the ground ami lotting it aoaki 
If the surface is very hard it should be 
loosened. Or, what we contend is still 
better, top-dress the surface as far as the 
blanches extend with good manure, and 
the substance will soon find its way uni- 
formly to the roots with the assistance of 
the rains. Cur own judgment and prac- 
tice have always been to treat the soil in 
which trees, fruit and ornamental, grow, 
as far as can be done, tho same as soil 
that is cultivated fo.- vegetables or general 
farm crops, and we have always been sat- 
isfied with the result . As some evidencu 
of the effect of such application wo will 
mention this instance: Some years ago a 
hemlock spruce had a rusty color, and at 
last fell much behind the others in depth 
of color. It was about twelvo feot in 
height, and must have been set out in a 
spot where the soil was not as affluent as 
that where others were planted. At any 
rate two wheelbarrow loads of good ma- 
nure, spread out as far as the extremity 
of tho branches, restored it perfectly the 
ensuing year, and it was one of our 
handsomest trees. 

How to Makk a Grass Plot. — In- 
stead of paying §5 a load for turf to make 
a grass plot, make one in the natural way. 
Take the pioce of ground designed for it, 
lovol of the distance, make it entirely 
smooth, rako it ovor with a fine sharp 
tooth iron rake, teeth about two or three 
inches long, rake the surface into fine 
tilth, then sow on ten cents' worth of 
lawn grass seed to the square rod; sow 
the pine clean seed; don't sow it in th« 
chaff. Sow tho seed toward ovening, so 
it will be moistened by the damp air 
and dews of the night, Don't rako the 
seed in, for it covers it too deep. If tho 
ground is vory dry, sprinkle it tho next 
morning. If you sow on about a pound 
of finely-pulverized guano or about a quart 
of plaster of Paris to the square rod it 
will quicken the growth of tho grass soed. 
In the fall or euriy spring is the best time 
to make one. Any lady can mak ono, or 
she can superintend the making and 
growth of the grass and tho care of her 
little garden will give great pleasure. 
She will bo surorised how soon tho 
ground will bo covered with green,
